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This photo was taken by Ron Gregory on August 5, 1988. 

The location was Sperling, Manitoba, and the time was 
about 11:00 PM. There were six other witnesses. The view 
is directly south down the road where this LATER (Light- 
at-the-end-of-the-road) was seen. It remained in sight 
for over two hours, and was at times accompanied by other 
lights at its sides. It is typical of the lights seen in 
the Carman area for this particular kind of UFO. Many 
more photographs were taken, although none show much more 
detail. The exact origin of the light is uncertain, though 
a number of explanations have been offered.

A group of investigators and interested individuals decided to travel to 
Sperling to see if the spot was still host to UFOs. Two of the group are 
professional and experienced photographers, and had brought their equipment. 

As soon as the group had arrived at the site, a very bright LATER was 
observed directly down the road. Everyone observed the light with the naked eye 
and with binoculars. During the course of a few hours, the light did not appear 
to vary much in intensity, though at several times, other lights were observed 
to appear near the main light, then disappear. Other lights on other roads were 
also observed. 

A variety of photographs were taken. Many clearly show a bright light source 
directly down the road, with no detail. 

Several of the group walked or drove towards the light for a better look, 
though the light seemed to recede, and maintain a great distance from them. 


With reference to directive CFAO 71-1, Paragraph 11, UFO reports are 
telexed to the following locations: 


The identity of the light is still being debated. It is certain that it was 
not a distant farm light, refracted along the ground, since it was not visible 
on other occasions. It may have been a car headlight or taillight at some 
distance, though why it did not appear to get nearer or farther away after a 
considerable length of time is puzzling.

Another expedition to Sperling was launched, this time armed with CB radios, 
cameras and telescopes. The night was cold and windy, and rain occasionally 
pelted the group. After several minutes of observing the road ahead, the famous 
Sperling LATER was seen. During the course of observation, it brightened and 
faded at irregular intervals, often dimning to a hazy glow only observable 
through binoculars. 

The group split up, and two people travelled one mile west, then southward 
parallel to the road on which the LATER was situated. Radio contact was maintained 
between the t'-ro sub-groups. Unfortunately, the people "sneaking up" on the LATER 
were unable to conclusively maintain sight of the LATER from their location. Tiey 
continued to move south closer to the LATER, but lost radio contact after a few 
miles. 

The mobile group at one point felt that they had identified the LATER as a 
car several miles away. Triangulation was attempted before the radio contact was 
lost, and it was calculated that the LATER was approximately four miles away from the 
stationary group, based on the change in angle of the LATER as observed by the 
mobile group. 

Once radio contact had been lost, however, the expedition halted their experiment, 
regrouped, compared notes, and headed back to Winnipeg.

After a meeting of the Spiritual Science Fellowship in Winnipeg, four members 
decided to travel to Sperling to see UFOs. One of the members who did not go with 
the four was Joan Townsend, a professor at the University of Manitoba. Sara 
Delorenzo is the current president of the group. Tia is a psychic and lecturer, 
and had just told the meeting about her journeys with space beings, and demonstrated 
her healing powers. Roy Bauer is an investigator and researcher with Manitoba 
Paranormal Investigations and Ufology Research of Manitoba. 

Though the night was stormy, the group still went ahead with their plans. 

During the ride out, Sara and Tia were in the front seats of the car. Roy and 
another were in the back seat. At one point, Sara and Tia announced that they had just 
seen a UFO, a large, white "craft". Roy asked them if they had seen it psychically 
or physically. They both affirmed that it was definitely "physical". Roy had not 
seen anything. Later, he saw what he believed to be their "craft": lightning 
reflecting off clouds. 

When they arrived at the Sperling site, it was raining, and the road was muddy. 

The famous LATER (light-at-the-end-of-the-road) was not visible. They headed 
home. But on the ride home, Sara and Tia pointed to the clearing sky and declared 
that they were being "escorted" by several spacecraft, which Roy identified as 
Mars, Jupiter and some stars.
